The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 20 
and 35 state the limitation "wherein said tubular element is a composite and comprises 
a first metallic material and a second material associated to said first material and 
having a thermal expansion coefficient higher than that of said first material". This 
limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed limitations was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art.
